Christmas volume of mail han- 
dled by the local post office show- 
ed a good increase for the 1940 
4 ‘Season, registering about a 12 per 
cent increase for the final quar- 
ter, according to Postmaster Or- 
ton P. Brady. 

Postal business during this 
quarter up to today totals $8,- 
643.61, as against $7,745.94 for 
the entire clasing quarter of 1939. 
For the 23-day period up to 
Christmas, receipts for 1940 were 
$4,197.44, compared with $3,913.35 
for the same period last year.- 

Letter cancellations, which in- 
elude all greeting mail, register- 
ed from 14,000 to 15,000 letter 
pieces per day for three peak-day 
periods. These figures show a 
gain of from six to eight per cent 
over last year. Parcel post han- 
dlings also recorded a six to eight 
per cent increase over 1939. 

Mailings to foreign countries 
reflected world conditions to a 
certain. extent. Mail for coun- 
tries in the western hemisphere 
maintained about a usual aver- 
age. Hewever, mailings to the 
war -zones of Europe and other 
ontinents showed a marked de- 
«cline due to uncertainty or sus- 
pension of delivery facilities to 
many countries,

T00 HIGH, SAYS 
LIONS SPEAKER 


ial Discusses Welfare, 
Other Costs — 





Cost of government in this 
county is too high, Aiden C. Fen- 
sel, staff member of the Cali- 
fornia Taxpayers. association, said 
at the meeting of the Upland 
Lions club in the Red Hill Coun- 
try club house at noon yesterday. 

This county has the reputation 
of being very generous in relief 
matters and this reputation at- 
tracts relief-minded people here, 
Said the speaker, who explained 
that his work is that of giving 
out information and not that of 
a reformer. Increase in the cost 
of relief is the principal reason 
for the tremendous tax rate boost, 
the official said. He also report- 
ed that exclusive of welfare costs 
and election expenses, the 1940-41 
county budget was $559,001 high- 
er than the county budget of five 
years ago. 

Mr. Fensel expressed general 
criticism of the attitude of :wel- 
fare workers in seeking to “get 
more money and food for their 
clients”. He also expressed the 
belief that “chiselers’” are on the 
relief rolls in fairly large num- 
bers. While admitting that de- 
serving aged and needy should get 
help, he was critical of a liberal 
policy toward the “clients”. 

Government pay rolls in gen- 
eral are high, according to the 
speaker, who said that today a. 
county or federal job was usual- 
ly more lucrative than one in 
private industry. 

“What can the citizen do about 
it?” Mr. Fensel continued. “Don’t ; 
ask the governing agencies for so 
much; back the officials when 
they deny requests of special in- 
terests and aid in helping people 
now on the relief rolls to become 
self-supporting, as welfare is the’ 
largest expenditure in the coun- } 
ty.”

Talking Frankly 

The California Taxpayers’ association is, among other 
things, very consistent in repeatedly pointing out that taxes 
are going up. 

Very often the association spokesmen point to San Ber- 
mardino county and emphasize that the 81 cent increase in 
the tax rate during the last five years is too much of a boost. 

Alden C. Fensel, one of the association’s spokesmen, dis- 
cussed the county situation at the Upland Lions club meet- 
ing yesterday. Among other things, he listed the following 
as specific recommendations in seeking to cut governmental 
cost: 

1, Aid the supervisors by asking for less government 
service. 

2. Back supervisors, city officials and school board mem- 
bers in denying requests of special interests. 

3. Aid in helping people now on the relief rolls to be- 
come self-supporting—welfare is the largest single expendi- 
ture in the county. 

A Good Year 

It can be recorded that 1940 has been an important year 
for the city from the standpoint of physical improvements. 

Setting out of trees on the city’s park east of the hos- 
pital was an important improvement. The trees may look 
a trifle puny now. But just wait a few years! 

At this time a year ago, Upland’s South Euclid avenue 
was an ugly weed patch bordered at each end by verdant 
green lawn. And so, 1940 saw accomplished an improve- 
ment removing a condition that had disgraced the city for 
years. 

It is also very worthy of note that even while carrying 
on a worthwhile improvement program, the city council- 
men reduced the tax rate five cents on each $100 of valua- 
tion. 

Another year is coming. What does the city need? Well, 
ornamental trees in the business district would be one fine 
improvement. 
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Better Business License 

A very fine step has been taken by the city council in re- 
adjusting the business license charges. 

For years and years, councilmen have been troubled 
about the pesky problem of what to charge wholesalers for 
coming into Upland. The contractors were also .complain- 
ing about paying more than business firms. 

At least a step has been taken to readjust the problem. 
Wholesale firms that send trucks here twice a week or less 
will be charged $12.50 annually. If wholesale trucks come 
here more frequently, the rate is to be $20. 

Contractors are also charged $20 a year for the privilege 
of doing business—this being the same figure as that set for 
most business institutions. 

The figures may or may not be right. At least, they are 
about in keeping with what other cities charge.
